FIVE THOUSAND RESIGNATIONS 


Of Postmasters on File in the Postofiice 
Department—Mr, Maxwell's Work. 

Washington, March 21.—Robert. A. 
Maxwell, whose nomination as fourth as- 
sistant postmaster general was yesterday 
confirmed by the senate, wag at the post- 
office department this morning and ex- 
pressed his purpose to take formal charge 
of tha office tomorrow. It is learned that 
there are on file in the department more 
than 5,000 resignations of postmasters, 
many of the fourth class, and that the 


} cases will be considered and disposed of 


before any case of removals are taken up. 

Very few of the cases where resignations 
have been received are ready for action. 
This is due to two causes: 

First, the great accumulation of petitions, 
etc., received at the department within 
the last few weeks. The second cause ia, 
that what is known as tlie list of referees, 
has not yet been made out. As a rule, 
these referees will be men selected in re- 
reeeee districts, who are supposed to 

ow and represent the wishes of the 
democratic citizens of the place, as demo- 
cratic members of congress are expected to 
do in their own districts. ‘While the recom- 
mendationg of these referees will not be 
final, they will have great weight in mak- 
ing the appointments of tmasters. It 
ig probable that very much of Mr. Max- 
well’s time during the next few weeks will 
be taken up by callers; that it will be 
some time before the work of making 
changes will have actively begun. 


SCRAMBLING FOR OFFICE. 


Every Man for wee and a Lively Time 
t Is, 

Washington, March 21.—The pressure ex- 
erted by congressmen at the white house for 
app*'ntments has developed into a scramble. 
At first, congressional delegations were in a 
measure united. They would agree as a 
whole upon some appointments and «he cntire 
delegation would endorse the applicant. The 
president has effectually disintegrated the Ael- 
egation endorsement system, and now each 
man is going in for himself and pusbing his 
individual friends. 

One result which the president has achieved 
and which was his design, is the breaking up 
of ring politics in the delegations. Patronage

MORTON WATCHING EXPENSES. 


‘He ta Determired That His Department Shall 
pir ee toi? “Mot Waste Money. 
Wastirgten, March, @i.—Secretary Morton 
is still keeping a watchful eye on the ex-

recently communicated with Assistant Sec- 
retary Willets, asking for certain iaformation 
regarding the exhibit of that department at 
the world’s fair. In connection with the em- 
ployes to be sent to the fair, the secretary 
said: , 
“Let me suggest that only experts and-men 
skilled and pecullarly fitted to properly es- 
tablish, maintain and explain the exhibit 
ought to be taken there from this depgrtmenf. 
There is plenty of assistance not requiring 
such qualifications to be had on the grounds. 

“Tell me also whether it is your intention 
to send different individuals at different times 
to attend to the same duties at the world’s 
Columbian exhibit? It seems to me impor- 
tant that those who have transportation from 
the government should go there permanently, 
and that under no circumstances should this 
occasion be used so as to take employes of 
the ricultural department to the- world’s 
Columbian exhibit to remain a few days at 
the government’s expense. The amount of 
transportation should be for very good cause 
and ip only a few cases. : 

“I cannot see the propriety of paying the 
reguiar salary, plus transportation, plus sub- 
sisteuce. But as I desire to do no injustice, 
I await a fuil statement from you as to all 
possible expenses.”’ 

In reply Assistant Secretary Willets said 
that he had contemplated that transpurtation 
should be given to the fair and return for 
the one exhibit, and that the others detailed 
should pay their own transportation, but that 
all should have reasdhable subsistence while 
on duty. ats of the division of chem- 
istry, Mr. Willets says there is to be a well- 
equipped laboratory in operation, and at least 
two chemists will be there all the time, not 
only to show people chemical results, but to 
show how thésé@ results are obtained.

San Francisco, March 21.—Just before 
sailing for Hawaii yesterday, Commissioner 
Blount had this to say regarding the ob- 
ject of his trip:

The Rule Even Applies to Clerks in 
the Departments, 


REPUBLICANS WILL SERVE THEIR TERMS 


So the President and the Cabinet De- 
cided—The Senate Democrats 
Select Officers. 

New York, March 21—A Washington 
special to a morning paper says: “It has 
just leaked out that the president has noti- 
fied the members of his cabinet that they 
must make no appointments until ~-the 
names of those selected to assumé office 


him. The rule has been laid down by the 
president in the most positive terms and 
it is to apply even to clerks in the depart- 
ments. 3 
“Another interesting fact also became 
known today. At the first cabinet meet- 
ing the question of allowing republicans in 
the diplomatic and consular service to serve 
out the terms for which they were ap- 
pointed was discussed. The sentiment ex- 
pressed was generally in favor of not re- 
moving any republican hold-over except for 


cause. 
“Secretary of State Gresham alone is 


said to have objected to this plan.” 


COX AND BRIGHT. 


They Were the Winners in the Contest for 
Benate Plums. 

Washington, March 21.—The democrats 
met in caucus to consider the subject of the 
reorganization of the elective officers of the 
senate. There was a large attendance, 
‘every democratic senator, with the single ex- 
ception of Senator Walthal, of Mississippi, 
being present. As at the preceding. confer- 
nece, Messrs. Peffer, Kyle and Allen, de- 
spite the fact that they have been given 
committee chairmanships by the majority, 
were not recognized as being democrats and 
were not invited to attend. 

At the previous caucus the whole matter 
of whether or not the party should attempt 
reorganization at this time was left to the 
sjeering committee, of which Mr, Gorman 
ig chairman. The report was made and to 
the surprise of the junior senators at the 
east, contained no recommendations. The 
coummittee held a number of conferences, 

unable to agree upon a report. that

Richard J. Bright, of Indiana, sergeant-ai- 
arms; Rev. W. H. Milburn, present chap- 
lain of the house of representatives, for 
chaplain of the senate. This result wae 
not reached without a protracted debate, 
for there was a considerable element of the 
party that opposed the idea of doing any- 
thing that would be a violation of the pre- 
cedents of the senate and give cause for 
opposition on the part of the republicans. 

The election of Cox and Brice was 
the result of a combination between Sen- 
ator Ransom, of North Carolina, and Sen- 
ator Voorhees, of Indiana. The result 
shows Senator Ransom to be _ especially 
strong with his colleagues, as Mr..Cox had 
no special claim upon the office, while Mr. 
Bright had some on the office of sergeant- 
at-armias on account of his long service on 
the democratic national committee in that 
capacity. 

No time was fixed for the presentation of 
the necessary resolutions in the senate and 
they may be deferred or may come up early 
for action. A leading member of the com- 
mittee stated that the chief reason why the 
caucus took this course was to get rid of 
the importunities of candidates and to en- 
able the senate to go. about its regular work. 
It was supposed that the matter of the ad- 
mission of the three senators, who appeared 
with credentials under appointment. by the 
governors of the states of Montana, Wy- 
oming and Washington, would come up for 
discussion, but the subject was not broached.

OPENING OF THE STRIP. 


Will the Indians Accept the Time Payments 
for It? 


Washington, March 21,—When the sen- 
ate ratified the treaty for the ceding to 
the United States of the Cherokee strip it 
inserted therein a clause which provides 
that the compensation for the Jand is to be 
made in time payments, in place of the re- 
quirement that the government pay cash, 
as was contemplated in the agreement 
originally drawn With the Indians. This 
modification of the treaty has not been ac- 
cepted by the Indians, but will be consid- 
ered by their legislative body—the Cherokee 
council—at a meeting to be held at the cap- 
ital of the nation next Mon The early 
opening of the strip will be entirely de 
pendent upon the action of the council, for, 
should it reject the ification of the 
treaty made by the senate, then it will be 
necessary for the matter to be again brought 
before congress, which would,.of course, 
indefinitely delay the openihg of the lands 
to settlement. If, on the pn hand, the 
council accepts the changé,- the settlers 
who are now — to ire a home in 


the new country have ‘tn opportuni 
to gratify their desire. While, the officials 


of the interior department are making ac- | 


tive preparations to open the strip, yet they 
say that if any unusual d occurs in the 
opening of the lands to setti@ment the re 
sponsibility will not test with the. depart-

1A SUDDEN REPORT, 


And Over a Million Dollars Damage Fol- 
lowed. 


APPALLING DISASTER AP LITCHFIELD, 


Caused by a Spark Igniting Flour | 


Dust in a Mill 
SEVERAL PERSONS KILLED OUTRIGHT. 


And Others Severely Injured—People on 
the Streets THrown to the Gronnd. 
Nearly the W hole Town in Ruins. 


Litehfield, IL, March 21.—An explosion 
resembling an earthquake and destroying 
nearly a million dollars’ worth of property 
oceurred here this morning. The loss of 
several lives and the injury of a number of 
people resulted in the catastrophe. Practi- 
cally nearly every business structure in 
Litchfield was wrecked and scores of dwell- 
ings rendered uninhabitable. Panic reigned 
for hours and particulars of the terrible 
affair were obtained with the utmost dit- 
ficulty. About 3:15 o’clock an alarm was 
turned in and upon investigation it was de- 
termined that the Litchfield Planet mill, 
located in the southwest part of the city 
and eaid to be one of the largest, if not the 
largest, single flour-making establishment 
in the world, was in flames. Before the 
firemen arrived upon the scene the fire had 
gained such headway that for some time 
nothing could be done to check it and it 
seemed as if the entire south part of town 
would be consumed. 

The fire is supposed to’ have originated 
from a spark from a passing locomotive fall- 
ing in one of the dust rooms. The hook 
and ladder companies had hardly succeeded 
in getting their apparatus in working order, 
when an explosion, appalling in its violence, 
was caused by the flames sudden contact 
with the pent-up mill dust. The explosion 
shook the earth over a singularly wide area, 
while the atmospheric concussion was felt 
as far as Decatur, a distance of fifty miles. 

Broke All the Glass. 

The firemen battled with the flames for 
three hours, finally subduing them to gpch 
an extent that adjoining property was saved. 
The explosion broke the large plate glass 
windows in a majority of the stores in the

The large elevator standing immediately 
across the Wabash track west of the mill 
and containing some 250,000 bushels of 
wheat, was quickly in flames and together 
with its valuable contents burned to the 
ground. Ten or twelve cars of wheat stand- 
ing on the house track were reduced to 
ashes. A large pile of debris about ten or 
fifteen feet high fell on the main track of 
the Wabash railroad, and, as a consequence, 
traffic on that road is badly impaired. 

The Western Union telegraph wires are 
also down, which makes matters a great 
deal worse. A number of serious, but not 
necessarily fatal accidents are reported. 
Mrs. V. S. Hoffman had a leg broken and 
Mrs. E. Richelrothers had her head 
mashed. 

The mill was the property of Kehlor 
Brothers, of St. Louis. The capacity of 
the Litchfield mill was 2,000 barrels of 
flour daily. It employed 150 men and was, 
it is claimed, the largest flouring mill in the 
United States. 

Losses and Insurance. 

General Manager Smith states that the 
amount of insurance carried on the mill, 
elevator and contents was about $350,000, 
while the loss will run up into almost a 
million of dollars. 

In addition to those already named the 
following persons were injured: ‘Thomas 
Donahuvé, head cut and bruised; Mrs. Hen- 
ry Steigle, arm crushed; Mrs. Levi Hussey, 
arm cut; D. B. Greenwald, cut badly by 
flying debris; Andréw Duncan, head cut. 

Among the propertg losses surrounding 
the mills were the house, grocery and sa- 
loon of A. Neuber, and the grocery of John 
Krauss, also the house of Andrew Dnun- 
can and Michael] O'Neil, whose occupants 
escaped with slight injuries. 

The shock of the explosion was felt in 
the adjoining villages of Clyde, Butler, 
Gillespie and Hillsboro. In many of these 
places the concussion was s0 great that 
plate-giass windows were broken,

COURTHOUSE CHIPS, 


The Ryan case was the special order 
of the day in the superior court yesterday. 
The feature of the case that came up before 
his honor, Judge Marshall Clarke, was the 
settlement of the difficult question of fees. 
It came up in the nature of an appeal from 
the report of Auditor Peeples, which 
lowed for the attorneys the sum of $30,- 
000 and for the receiver the sum of $12,000.

The interference 
of the court was asked for the purpose 
of making the Healys surrende@ the books 
and to obtain such other redress as the 
grievances of the situation demanded.

THEY THOUGHT THEY WERE SAFE, 


But Find Out Too Late That They Should 
Have Donea Little More Work 
in Order to 8 


The faces of Chief of Police Connolly 
and Assistant Chief Wright were wreathed 
with smiles yesterday as happy thoughts of 
the goodly increase in their salaries made 
by the general council on Monday flitted 
through their minds. 

But there was not the faintest suspicion 
of a smile upon the features of the three 
police captains. And the sergeants looked 
gloomier than usual. The station house 
keepers, too, did not feel that they had any 
special reason to be glad. Each of the 110 
patrolmen severally and collectively ré# 
marked that they felt pleased that their 
salary was allowed to remain at the pree 
ent figures. But they broadly intimated 
that the increase should have come on down 
to the bottom, so that they could have been 
benefitted by it. 

The patrolmen, however, were not mak- 
ing any great fuss over their failure to re 
ceive an increase of 50 cents per day in 
their salaries, Their comments on the in- 


crease in the salaries of the two chiefs 


were of the tenor, that while an increase 
was being made in the pay of police offi- 
cials, it ~_—. with justice, have been ex- 
tended to them. 

The ones who really felt aggrieved were 
the police captains. They looked as if they 
had lost a very dear relative, and their re- 
marks were not particularly complimentary 
to somebody or other who might be re- 
~ erg for the unchanged condition of 
their monthly stipends. 

The fact is, the captains had expecta- 
tions of a ¥ sanguine nature regarding 
the matter of increased salaries. They 
had—before Monday’s meeting of the coun- 
cil—bright visions of a salary of $1,500 per 
annum each. They did not go to the coun- 
cil, but attended to their duties, believing 
that the increase was fixed, cut and dried. 

But, as everybody knows, the looked for 
change did not materialize, and when the 
pero, ve heard of it they felt like kicking 
themselves. 

“We have stood by,”’ says Captain Thomp- 
son, “‘and held our hands, while others have 
knocked the plums. I believe the salaries 
of the captains should be increased, and I 
intended, with the other captains, to ask 
for the increase. 

“I relied on promises that were made 
me and did not go near the council, and I 
have since Bocendh that no effort was made 
to secure incredsed pay for the captains. 
I ba@jieve if a proper appeal had been made 
we would have received an increase. As 
it is we were run ever by the cow and calf. 
I feel, and the other captains feel, indig- 
nant.’ 

As Captain ey og remarks, the other 
captains feel about it just about as he does. 

ey base their claims for increased pay 
on the fact that they occupy responsible 
pense. and while on duty are required to 

ll the place of the chief, in case of his ab- 
sence. 

As for the increase in the salary of the 
chief and assistant chief, it was expected, 
and is not above the value of the services 
of these two competent officials.

The action of the court is based upon 
certain provisions of the interstate com- 
merce act désigned to prevent the illegal 
restraint of competition between the rail- 
roads. Grandmaster Powderly, in dis- 
cussing it, resents the interference of 
the court and argues that if the federal 
government has the right to forbid work- 
men to quit work, except at stated times, 
it would be just as equitable for it to 
forbid employers to discharge their men, 
except at stated times. He views the in- 
cident as a forerunner of the dbsolute 
control of the railroads by the Zovern- 
ment. 

The principle involved in the case and 
the effect of the court’s order are matters 
of great importance, but it is not likely 
that any startling results will follow. 
While the Ann Arbor engineers and 
firemen claim that they are overworked 
and underpaid, they will doubtless trust 
their cause to the second sober thought 
of their employers and their sense of 
justice. Indeed, we doubt whether it 
was necessary for the Detroit judge to 
issue an injuction. Chief Arthtir and 
Chief Sargent are not in the habit of 
acting recklessly or with undue haste, 
and if the court had done nothing in the 
premises we believe that they would have 
come to a satisfactory agreement with 
the railroad officials. Next Monday the 
case will be argued, and it will then 
probably drop out of sight. 


Mr. Cleveland and Silver. 

We print in another column a dispatch 
from Washington to The St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, which sets forth 
a report of a conversation purport- 
ing to have taken place between the 
president and a southern senator who is 
& strong advocate of the free coinage of 
silver. 

Acca@Ming to this report, Mr. Cleveland 
declared that he would veto no bill un- 
less there are constitutional reasons for 
doing so. He is credited with saying 
that he might not sign such a bill, but he 
would not veto it 

We are inclined to question the state-- 
ment that Mr. Cleveland made such a 
broad declaration, but we have not the 
slightest doubt that he would ‘regard 
favorably silver legislation long the 
lines laid down by the democratic plat- 
form and more fully developed in a letter 
written by Mr. Carlisle not so very long 
ago. The reasons we have for not doubt- 
ing Mr. Cleveland’s attitude in this mat- 
ter are two-fold. In the first place, he 
endorsed the democratic platform, which 
is a clear and an unequivocal declaration 
in favor of bimetallism, and, in the 
second place, he made Mr. Carlisle his 
secretary of the treasury, knowing full 
well that the senator was in favor of the 
free and unlimited coinage of both gold 
and silver, and knowing that he would 
not change his opinions for the sake of 
office. 

It is to be borne in mind that those 
who are in favor of the free coinage of 
silver because they are bimetallists have 
always been willing to compromise, feel- 
ing sure that any step forward was not 
likely to be retraced. All the trouble is 
with the goldolators, the money sharks 
who are interested in the continued in- 
crease of the value of the gold dollar. 
Their interests are purely selfish. 

We have no special reason for saying 
so except those we have already set 
forth, but we are confidently of the 
opinion that Mr. Cleveland has made a 
serious study of the financial question 
since he wrote his letter to the Reform 
Club, and that new light has been shed 
on his mind. Otherwise, we do not be- 
lieve that he ‘would have accepted the 
democratic nomination, for his acceptance 
carried with it an unequivocal endorse- 
ment of the doctrines therein enunciated. 

Such doctrinaires as Editor Godkin, 

of The Evening Post, who thumps his 
plug hat and declares that there can be 
no sOund money but gold, have done 
much to muddle the question, and we 
have no doubt that is their object. A 
dollar that is constantly increasing in 
value and robbing the people who have 
debts to pay, is not an honest dollar, and 
no theory can make it out to be such. 
The people of the country are not in 
favor of the single silver standard any 
more than they are in favor of the single 
gold standard, and yet, if they are to 
have one or the other, they prefer the 
silver standard. The very fact that a 
large majority of the new congress is in 
favor of the free coinage of silver ought 
to convince the goldolators that their 
theory is losing -ground—that it cannot 
stand. 
_ If they are really in favor of a sound 
and stable currency, they should be 
willing to compromise, and no more 
sensible compromise can be effected than 
by an agreement on the lines of bimetal- 
lism—the free coinage of silver on an 
equality with gold, and afterwards a re- 
adjustment of the ratio, if such an ad- 
justment proved to be necessary. This 
is the doctrine set forth in the democratic 
platform. It is Mr. Carlisle’s position. 
The democratic administration—the whole 
democratic party—is pledged to it. 


We repeat here now the declaration | 


The Constitution made to doubting demo- 
crats during the campaign: We are con- 
vinced that Mr. Cleveland, to the extent 
of his power, will redeem the pledges 
made in the democratic platform. 


A Few Jeffersonian Ideas. 

More than a century ago, when Thomas 
Jefferson visited France, he wrote a 
letter to Madison, in which he called at- 
tention to the fact that the property of 
that contry was controlled by a few 
men. His observation of the evils re 
sulting from this unequal state of affairs 
led him to the conclusion that legislation 
should afford proper facilities and _ in- 
ducements for the sub-division of prop- 
erty. 

The father of American democracy was 
also in favor of an income tax. He ex- 
pressed himself in these words: “Anoth- 
er means of silently lessening the inequal- 
ity of property is to exempt all from tax-

short, he was for a graded income tax. 

Concerning land ownership and the 
benuefits of small farms Jefferson wrote: 

‘fhe earth*is given as a common stock for 
man to labor and live on; If, for the encourage- 
went of industry we allow it to be appropria- 
ted, we must take care that other employ- 
meut be furnished to those exeluded from the 
appropriation. If we do not, the fundamental 
right to labor the earth returns to the unem- 
ployed. It is too seen yet, in our country, to 
say that every man who cannot find employ- 
ment, but who can find uncultivated land 
suall be at Hbherty to cultivate it, paying a 
moderate reut; but it is not too soon to pro- 
vide by every possible means that as few as 
possible shall be without a Mttle portion of 
land. The small land owners are the most 
precious part of the state. 


It will be seen from these expressions 
that Jefferson looked forward and an- 
ticipated some of the conditions which 
vex the present generation. His sugges- 
tion regarding the graded income tax 
might have been expected of him. He 
‘saw that it was the fairest way of paying 
taxes, and could be made to raise all the 
revenue needed for the expenses of the 
rovernment. He agreed with. Burke 
that the lines of liberty and equal rights 
ure laid on the lines of taxation, and 
that every battle of freedom had been 
fought out on that parallel. Our own 
independence and the constitutional 
rights of the people of England in the 
days of Charles I. and James II. 
were the outcome of a conflict over ques- 
tions of taxation and revenue. 

Our statesmen cannot do better than 
to go back occasionly to this fountain 
of pure democracy for inspiration and 
wisdom. The ideas of. Jefferson were 
not merely for his day and his party. 
They were formulated for. all time and 
for the benefit of all mankind. 
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A Case of the Dry Grins. 

Secrefiry Smith's evening newspaper 
continues to exhibit a restless anxiety 
“hat is difficult to account for. 

The gther day it gave emphatic edito- 
rial endorsement to The Constitution’s 
demand for a restoration of Georgia's 
rightful share of the federal patronage. 
Monday it declared that the demand 
was in the nature of an attack on Mr. 
Cleveland. Tuesday it was in a wobbly 
condition, suffering from an acute attack 
of the dry grins. 

The truth is, it thinks it is in a condi- 
tion to think, but it doesn’t know what 
it thinks. It wants to be a personal or- 
gan and it doesn’t know how, and new 
it is willing to sit and grin. We have 
never beheld a queerer spectacle. 
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A Merry Millionaire. 

The death at New Orleans, the other 
day, of the rich young Englishman, Ab- 
ingdon Baird, will be generally regretted 
in sporting circles. “ 

Mr. Baird -was born a gentleman and 
inherited a fortune yielding him an in- 
come of $750,000 a year. Although a 
millionaire, the young man sought the 
company of jockeys and ballet dancers, 
and spent his money freely upon his 
gay companions. 

Now, let us see whaf this youngster did 
with. his money, or with his income, for 
he was able to get along without touching 
the principal. He spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for fine,yrace horses. 
He won. and lost fortunes on prize fight- 
ers, and his visit to New Orleans was to 
place his money on one of the pugilists 
in the recent mill. Turning aside from 
his rough sports, he found time to run 
away with the wife of the marquis: of 
Aylesbury, and paid the injured husband 
$500,000 not to sue him. 

He was the cause of the Lancaster di- 
vorte case, and figured prominently with 
such adventuresses as Bessie Bellwood 
and Gladys Leslie. He posed as the 
lover of Mrs. Langtry and spent $600,- 
000 on her, although he once knocked 
her down and gave her a black eye. 
His gifts were princely. When Mrs. 
Langtry wanted to visit America last 
year he gave her $300,000 to abandon 
her tour, and it is rumored that his will 
leaves her an income of $200,000 a year. 

With his ability, his social position 
and his great wealth, Baird might have 
made his career a blessing to mankind. 
He had it in his power to aid literature, 
art and science, relieve the wants of the 
poor, build churches ant establish free 
libraries and hospitals, but he seemed 
to have only one thing in view—his own 
pleasure, and his income was squandered 
in a continuous round of dissipation. For 
a gentleman of education and wealth, 
Abingdon Baird has certainly left be- 
hind him a remarkable record. The 
monumental folly of such a life robs its 
ending of tlie solemnity that usually ac- 
companies death. . 
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The Grievance of a Section. 

In The Nashville Banner we find the 
following remarks that are of interest at 
this time: 

The Atlanta Constitution continues to make 
strenuous and serious argument that Georgia 
is entitled to a very large share of the federal 
patronage about to be distributed at Washing- 
ton. 

There seems to be some force in the line of 
argument, but The Constitution is narrow in 
restricting its claim to Georgia. Do not the 
same reasons apply with equal force to the 
entire south? The Constitution often poses as 
a great leader of southern thought and ex-offi- 
cio advocate of southern interests, it should 
not limit this wholesale appeal for \We to Geor- 
gia alone, but Milow the great multitude of 
hungry and suffering officeseekers throughout 
the southern states to join in the demand. 

We do not now remember the perform- 


ance of posing to which our esteemed 
contemporary adverts, but we are keenly 
alive to thesfact that The Constitution 
has a large and growing interest. in 
southern affairs. We have confined our 
appeals for justice in the matter of the 
distribution of offices to Georgia for two 
reasons. In the first place the extent 
to which the federal patronage had been 
diverted from this state was earliest 
brought to our attention. In the second 
place, a number of southern newspapers 
that might be supposed to represent their 
states have been so blind as to believe 
-—or to pretend to believe—that the ap- 
peals of The Constitution in behalf of 
Georgia were in the nature of a joke or 
that they covered some sinister design. 
Happilly, this period is passed. The mat- 
ter is no longer regarded as a joke, and 
only the editors whose silliness is incura- 
ble are inclined to misrepresent our po- 
sition. The people, who reason more ac 
curately than those who think they are 
reasoning for them, have never seen in 
The Constitution’s articles anything more 
than a simple and natura? democratic de- 
mand for democratic equality in the mat- 
ter of the distribution of the federal pat- 
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The Nashville Banner is correct in its 
suspicions that Georgia does not stand 
alone as the victim of républican injus- 
tice and corruption. If the editor will 
examine the Blue Book, he will discover 
that the proportion in which the federal 
patronage has been diverted from Geor- 
gia runs throughout the whole list of 
southern states. Viewed in its larger 
sense, the grievance of Geofgia is a sec- 
tional one. 

If our contemporary will examine a 
little further, it will find that even a 
majority of the offices credited to the 
southern states are filled by republicans 
who belong in the close’ states of the 
north. What is to hinder The Nashville 
Banner from pressing for justice for Ten- 
nessee? What is to hinder the leading 
democratic newspapers of the other 
southern states from demanding justice 
for their people? Is it because they re 
gard the whole matter as a joke? 

We are willing ta give humor a long 
rope for grazing purposes, but we fail to 
see a joke in the fact that for twenty 
years or more (with qa brief interval) cit- 
izens of nortuern states have been hold- 
ing offices .that belong, under our time 
honored system, to citizens of the south- 
ern states. Those who can find humor 
in this state of affairs are welcome to 
laugh at it. We propose to take the 
matter seriously and to demand that 
Georgia’s rightful apportionment be re- 
stored to her, confident that a G@emocratic 
administration will lend a willing ear 
to an appeal for a restoration of demo- 
cratic equality. 
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The fun may be said to have begun when 
a superfluous organ géts upon its hind legs 
to exhibit its muzzle. 


It is announced that Mr. E. Ellery An- 
derson, assisted by members of the Reform 
Club, is preparing a tariff bill. This bill 
will be framed so as to meet the views of 
the club, and congress will not be expected 
to amend or modify it. 


Secretary Gresham has a little hatchet. 
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Some of the western newspapers are pre- 
dicting a conflict between congress and the 
president in the matter of offices. Such 
predictions are absurd. Party harmony in 
all things is quite as important as the dis- 


tribution of offices. 


Secretary Smith’s evening newspaper 
wobbles from one fence corner to another, 
and declares it is an attack on Mr. Cleve- 
land to wobble into either. 


Tt is stated by the Washington corre 
spondents that Mr. Cleveland will not per- 
mit congressmen to control appointments.

A classification of the registered voters of 
Chicago shows that the native-born American 
vote is slightly larger than the aggregate 
naturalized yote, being 131,335 to 128,212.

Of 
the foreign-born voters the Germans have

The 
British vote—English, Scotch and Canadian— 
is 17,092. The Swedes have 10,838, the Nor- 
wegians 4,865, and > Danes 2,333. The 
total Scandinavian is‘little more than the 
British vote. The Bohemian voters number 
only 5,721, and the Poles, with 4,865, are less 
than one thousand behind. Some of the 
2.903 classed as Russians are Poles doubtless, 


but on the other hand some of the 3,820 | 


Austrians are probably Bohemians. The 
Italian vote is only 1,032, and the French 


have only 643.

COUNSEL RET, 


Captain Harry Jackson Employed to 
Prosecute Redwine, 


HE WILL HAVE CHARGE OF THE CASE. 


“Wo Innocent Man Will Suffer,” He Says. 
The Public’s Eyes Are Turned Toward 
the Bank and FutureiDevelopments. 


Captain Harry Jackson has been employ- 
ed as special counsel by the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States <o prosecute the 
Gate City bank case or cases if more than 
one grows out of the investigation. 

He was already connected with the case 
as bank counsel, but now both are merged. 

The appoii:tment came in the mail yester- 
day morning and Captain Jackson weut 
over to the federal court and was sworn in 
as special attorney. He went to work im- 
mediately and was introduced in the grand 
jury room. . 

Colonel Darnell, the district attorney, 
asked the department for assistance when 
the magnitude of the case became apparent. 
His term of oflice expires April 4th, and 
he had no reason to suppose that he would 
be continued. Hence he thought it best 
to have some one take hold of the mystery 
in its present shape and accompany the 
grand jury along the path of the inquiry 
which is being made. 

Lhe district attorney suggested Captain 
Jackson, and it is understood that Secre- 
tary Smith informed Attorney General Ol- 
ney that the government could not secure 
the services of an abler lawyer at the At- 
lanta bar. 

Going to the Bottom. 

Captain Jackson held a long conference 
with the district attorney and the foreman 
of the grand jury, Mr. Kingsbery. It is, 
conjectured that the investigation will be 
resumed. There is a mass of evidence 
which the grand jury has not had. Whether 
other indictments will be found after hear- 
ing that testimony cannot be foretold. But 
there is reason to believe that the jury is 
not going to stop, and that Captain Jack- 
sons appointment has more significance 
that the prosecution of Lewis Kedwine. 
Ihe assistant cashier has admitted that he 
is short in his accounts $23,00U and it 
would not be necessary to engage special 
counsel just for his case. As stated in 
yesterday's Constitution, the investigation 
is to be pushed and the light thrown on the 
affairs of the bank as far back as the de- 
falcation extends. The impression that 
Lewis Redwine had associates in looting the 
bank has been strengthened. by recent de 
velopments., the influential business 
men of the city have declared repeatedly 
that the facts must come out. They say 
that the city cannot afford to allow any one 
who was implicated to escape. This in- 
fluence has built up a sentiment which has 
greatly strengthened the hands of the gov- 
ernment officials in conducting the inquiry. 

To Lay It Bare. 


Captain Jackson is the attorney of the 
Gate City bank. He is credited by the 
public with having inside information. He 
is supposed to be in a position to direct the 
investigation in channels where dredging 
will bring up facts. No one realizes more 
clearly than himself the delicacy of his po- 
sition in a certain sense. 

He met this yesterday with the comment: 

“Time will show whether I use my official 
position to cover anything up or not.” 

Those who know him say that he will go 
to the bottom and not stop short of bring- 
ing every circumstance to the surface, no 
matter who may be implicated. 

One thing which may have determined him 


fort made to gi all the responsibility 
on his son. e authorities whose duty 
it has been to investigate this case havé 
encountered that effort at every turn: 
They state that it has confronted them on 
every hand. Not once or twice, but a hun- 
dred times they have been hampered. They 
say that this can be. traced back to the 
very night of February 24th. Redwine was 
captured the day following, but even before 
that, public attention was being turned 
in another direction, in part. Redwine 
has admitted that he was short $23,000. 
Captain Jackson made _ good 13,000. 
There would still be $67,000 to be account- 
ed for, the examiners having found that 
the bank was short $103,000 

Holding Redwine. 


There was surprise when the announce- 
ment was made that Captain Jackson had 
been engaged to represent the government. 
in some faces there was said to be couster- 
nation. Be that as it may, the latest devel- 
opment was a sensation and started specu- 
lation afresh. It was recalled that Cap- 
tain Jackson, as counsel for the bank, had 
instituted the bail trover action which put 
a stop to the plan to make bond for Lewis 
Redwine. He could have given bond for 
the criminal case but the bail in trover pro- 
ceeding required a bond of so large an 
amount that it was simply out of the ques- 
tion for his friends to make it up without 
risking their fortunes. So that proceed- 
ing kept Redwine in jail and it is believed 
that it alone kept him within reach of the 
courts. He tried to escape at first. He 
did not give himself up voluntarily and it 
ts reasonable to presume that he might 
have gone beyond: the reach of the courts 
had bond been given. 

After the Guilty. 


“No innocent man will suffer,” said Cap- 
tain Jackson, in reply to a question as to 
the scope of further investigation. He de- 
clined to discuss it except in the briefest 
way. 

“I was tendered the position and I ac- 
cepted it. I have laid aside everythin 
else to give my attention to this case. 
have represented the bank, and still do. 
There is nothing incdnsistent in my rela- 
tions to the bank and the government. I 
was counsel for the bank as a corporate 
entity, aud not for an individual or indi- 
viduals. Both the bank and the govern- 
ment are interested in discovering by whom 
the bank’s capital was impaired and to re- 
cover any property belonging to the insti- 
tution if there is any that can be recovered. 
Time will show whether I discharge my 
duty faithfully or not and I will abide by 

e result.”

Pool account. In Liverpool each mornsing there appears 

to be 5,000 to 10,000 bales for sale that were pure 
here on the previous day. These operations comprise 
the bulk of the business at the moment. Merchants 
here continue to hold very bearish opinions regarding 
the future of the market, expecting a decline even if 
the strike is settled on Thursday. Our cables state 
that a settlement is expected on that day, but no pri- 
vate information will be longer credited, and the offi- 
cial promulgation of the fact will only be believed. 
Manchester is reported as quiet and steady for yarns, 
while cloths are stated to be dull but steady. Pur- 
chases of April were made here today by an exporter 
who will ship from his stock on the basis of the pres- 
ent quotations. Continental opinion is in favor of the 
market. With the despondent feeling here some posi- 
tive inSwence is needed on the other side to change the 
market. This factor may come from the resumption 
work by the English spinners. At Memphis the re- 
ccipts today will be 659 bales, against 667 bales last 
week and 136 bales last year, American spinners ap- 
peared in our market today as buyers, though the prin- 
cipel inquiry continues to come from continental 
sources, Continental spinners have been benefited 
through the lockout in Lancashire, and in many in- 
stances have sold their yarns in Manchester in compe- 
tition with the product of English spinners. The bear- 
ish feeling predominates in this market, and prices re- 
main near a parity with the European markets. Great 
incredulity is expressed at the prospect of a successful 
termination of the conference to be held on Thursday 
between the spinners and their operatives.

PRESIDENT WADDELL WILL CLOSE TODAY 


The Contract with the City of Macon About 
the State Fair—-Westerh Meat Men 
Sue the City—Notes and Gossip. 


‘Macon, Ga., March 21—(Special.)}—Messrs. 
wW. G. Raoul, Frank Mills and T. B. 
Gresham, the committee appointed at the 
recent meeting of the Southwestern rail- 
road stockholders held in Macon to go to 
New York to examine into and investigate 
the plan proposed for the reorganization of 
the Central railroad, have made their re 
port and copies of it were received this af- 
ternoon by President John S. Baxter, of the 
Southwestern railroad. 

The stockholders of the road will meet in 
Macon on April 12th to act on the report. 

The committee's report is quite lengthey. 
It says the committee met the reorganiza- 
tion committee of the Central railroad in 
New York on February 28th. During the 
conference the Southwestern committee 
held that the plan should be underwritten, 
or That Southwestern share holders should 


be given option to receive a fixed sum as. 


congpensation for property taken. The chair- 
man of the reorganization committee for 
the entire commiteee refused to change 
the disposition of the sureties of the new 
company to go to the Southwestern rail- 
road or to underwrite. Regarding this as 
ronclusive the commiitce was about to with- 
draw when a discussion arose as to the ne- 
cessity of the Southwestern road to the plan 
of reorgaitzation and adiournment to March 
ist. After this there was considerable dis- 
cussion covering all sides of the case. It 
was finally agreed that the plan must oper- 
ate on or before December $1, 1893. The 
Central railroad must be sold first under a 
foreclosure of the tripartite bids and a simi- 
lar policy adopted in all principal debts.

Gatling Gun for Macon. 

The state military advisory board will 
meet in Atlanta March 27th. Captain J. 
L. Hardeman, of the Floyd Rifles, is a 
member of the board. It is understood that 


Colonel C. M. Wiley, of the Second Geor-. 


gia regiment, will ask the board to pro- 
vide a Gatling gun for Macon. Such a gun 
costs about $2,000, and it is Colonel Wiley’s 
idea that the money ‘taken from the an- 
nual appropriation, of about $12,000, made 
by the federal government to buy arms, etc. 
for Georgia. The legislature of Georgia 
would hardly be willing to make the appro- 
priation from the state treasury, so resort 
will have to be made to the federal fund. 
Gatling guns are very essential in case of 
riots, and one should be located at every 
large city in the state. There is one al- 
ready in Savannah and Columbus and Col- 
onel Wiley thinks there should be one in 
each of the cities of Macon, At- 
lanta and Augusta. The Gatling gun takes 
its name from the American inventor, R. 
J. Gatling. It is a mitraileuse or machine 
gun invented in 1861-62. It is composed of 
six barrels, a hand crank causing them to 
revolve about a central axis parallel to their 


bores; as each barrel comes opposite a cer-’ 


tain point, a self-primed metal-cased car- 
tridge, falling from a hopper, is pushed in- 
to the breach by.a plunger, where it is ex- 
ploded by the firing pin. The machinery 
is simple and not likely to get out of or- 
der, and the gun can fire 200 shots per 
minute with great range and precision. 
It can wow down scores of men every min- 
ute, and companies of soldiers would not 
be equal to one gun in case of a riot or mob 
law.

IMPROVEMENTS THAT ARE TO BE MADE. 


There Will Be a Number of Changes 
W hich Will Improve the Condition 
of Affairs at the State’s Camp. 


Griffin, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)— 
Griffin is “already much interested in the 
coming encampment, and when it was 
known on the streets that Adjutant General 
Kell, Quartermaster. General West and 
Lieutenant Satterlee were in the city on a 
visit to Camp Northen today, a general 
interest wus felt in their visit and what 
it meant for the military. 

These gentlemen arrived in the city ear- 
ly this morning and were driven immedi- 
ately to Camp Northen where they spent 
the entire day until they returned to At- 
lanta this afternoon. 

Some interesting points were gleaned in 
connection with their visit. 

They were well pleased with the» work 
they found had been done out there, and 
arranged more work for the workmen. ‘he 
work mapped out will include many interest- 
ing improvements. 

An ammunition house ‘will be built at 
the beginning of the rifie range, a kind of 
ursenul for tne storage of the ammunition, 
ete. This will be an appreciated acquisi- 
tion as there was no place last year for the 
ammunition except the quarters. 

The ritle range will be made forty feet 
wider, and the breastworks will be raised 
considerably, as well as greatly improved, 
and made shell proof. A house for the 
markers will be built at the foot of the 
breastworks. The practice on this ritle 
range formed one of the most important 
features of the last encampment, aud the 
soldiers all over the state will be delight- 
ed at the promised changes and improve- 
ments. Six mess halls, which 
have already been tern down, will be moved 
from the lower part of the grounds up on 
the bill in rear of the oflicers’ headquarters. 

The thoroughfare will be changed to 
the lower end of the parade grounds, which 
will be a desirable improvement. 

The undergrowth will be cleared out, 
the trees trimmed and whitewashed, and 
all the woods sown in bermuda grass. 
Captain Bailey was instructed to get the 
best ‘specimen of bermuda and have it 
sowed at once. ‘hat the site will be a 
beautiful place when this is done no one 
can doubt. 

General West stated that the matter of 
allowing the street car company to extend 
their line to the grounds would come up 
before the advisory board which meets at 
@e capitol next Monday, and there would 
be no doubt about the extension being per- 
mitted. 

Representatives from the company met 
the military men out there today, and the 
route of the extension was marked out. 
The present line terminates at the spring 
just at the entrance of the grounds. It is 
very unsatisfactory on account of the long 
hill to be climbed before the camps are 
reached. The extension will turn after it 
crosses the branch and enter to the left 
of the parade grounds going out. A large 
amphitheater will be erected just in front 
of the fringe of woods at the beginning of 
the parade grounds. 

Military men all over the state will be 
interested in these improvements and add- 
ed conveniences and a néw enthusiasm will 
be infused into everything connected with 
Camp Northen and the coming encamp- 
ment. 


_ A WHITE MAN BRAINED 


By a Negro Who Objected to Profanity in the 
Presence of 2» Negro Woman. 

Milledgeville, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)-— 
Late yesterday evening on the Barnes plan- 
tation, about six miles from town, Ben 
Johnson, a negro, brained a young white 
man named Charlton Lockhart with a hoe. 

Lockhart is an overseer on the Barnes 
place and was at work with Johnson and 
other hands in the field. It is understood 
that some negro women were among the 
workmen and Lockhart’s profanity in their 
presence led to a fight. 

Johnson reprimanded him pretty severely 
for his talk when Lockhart started toward 
him with a hoe, The negro raised his hoe 
and warned him not to make another step. 
A minute later he struck Lockhart with 
vim force upon -the head, crushing the 
skull, 

Lockhart was carried to his home and 
medical attention called in. His cundition 
is Pronounced hopeless by his physicians 
and death is expected at any time. 

Jchnson was lodged in Jail. 

Johnson’s brother was arrested here this 
morning charged with murder, which was 
committed about twelve years agu. Inves- 
tigations proved that he was not the brother 
wanted, so he was released. 
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A Winter Home Destroyed. 

Bainbridge, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)—On 
last Sunday about 4 o’ciock p. m., the winter 
residence of Professor Raphael Pumpelly, of 
jthe United Stafles geological depayjtment, 
four miles from this city, was totally de- 
stroved by fire. It was a very large rustic 
building on the Roseland plantation, owned 
by Professor Pumpelly and Major T. B. 
Brooks, of Newburg, N. Y., where these gen- 
tlemen for a number of years have spent the 
winter with their families. The. fire origi- 
nated by some unknown cause in an upper 
room. With the timely assistance of neigh- 
bors the most of the furniture and other 
effects were saved.

The question that is now of all absorbing 
interest in Columbus is the waterworks ques- 
tion. A committee of investigation, com- 
posed of both aldermen and citizens. are 
ooking into the supply of the present works 
to see if it is sufficient for the city’s uses. 
The suburbs, Rose Hill and the Fast High- 
lands are entirely without either fire protec- 
tion or water supply, and as they are a part 
of the city the people living in these places 
have sent in a “kick.”

Among 
the negroes was one named Hunton, a young 
fellow of abont Dooman’s age and the two 
were almost constantly together. Just be- 
fore Christmas of ’87 the negro was found 
dead one evening in the grove in which he 
and his white associate had been working, 
but Dooman could not be found. At first 
the negro’s death was a_mystery, but the 
white man’s continued absence caused an 
investigation which revealed several rea- 
sons for the suspicion that he had done the 
killing. Among the reasons was a fondness 
of an for Hunton’s wife. After Hun- 
ton’s burial the search for Dooman began in 
earnest and a reward was offered for his 
arrest, but he managed to elude the officers 
until ten days ago, when he was captured 
near Farmville, Va-., where he has been 
living almost constantly since the killing. 
The prisoner does not deny the killing 
since his arrest, but declared that it was 
done in self-defense. He takes his arrest 
easily and says he will come out all right. 
The prisoner’s home is near Farmville and 
it was from that place he went when he 
= ies visited Florida before the killing took 
place. , 

The officer says that Dooman’s friends 
were astonished when the charge against him 
was made known and several of them vol- 
unteered to accompany him to Florida. The 
case against the prisoner seems a bad one 
from what the officer says.
